Fifteen million stockholders, owning the corporations in the United 
States, are expectantly awaiting the advent of the Christmas dividend har- 
vest. Fully informed through the quarterly income reports issued during 
the year, these stockholders are aware of the probability that 1926 will 
mark a new summit in corporation earnings, and possibly, in divided re- 


Unless the executives of the cor- 
porations are influenced this year to 
swell the dividend payments abnor- 
mally through the declaration of 
Christmas extras, the hopes of the 
stockholders are not well founded. 
The records over a long series of years 
show that prosperous years for cor- 
porations do not necessarily mean 
that the stockholders will receive a 
greater share of earnings. On the 
comtrary, an average of only 3 1-3 
cents out of every dollar of gross reve- 
nue is paid in dividends, even in 
the good years. 

TAX CUT POSSIBLE 

Nevertheless, theré is a prospect, 
least, that the precedent may be 
upset this year. Should Congress in 
the coming session. grant a reduc- 
tion in income taxes, both individuals 
and corporations, the latter may be 
obligat to pass the saving along 
to the stockholders in the form of

Although orchard production of olives in California this year will prob- 
ably show a, decrease of 50 per cent from last year, the total canned olive 
pack may nearly equal that of a year ago, according to a report just issued 
by the Mercantile Trust Company of

The San Fernando Valley will enter into competition for the site of 
the municipal aviation ficld which civic bodies and city authorities are 
expected to select in the near future, if the suggestion of Victor Gtrard 
is followed by the people of the Valley upon whom he has called to rally 
to the support of a “candidate” for that district. : 


In a letter sent yesterday to Coun-, 


cilman I. F. Hughes, who is chair- 
man of a special aviation committee, 
Mr. Girard gives a number of rea- 
sons why the valley is best suited 
for such a field. He also wrote a 
letter to Dr. Ford A. Carpenter, head 
of the aeronautical department of 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce, urging that serious cousidera- 
tion be given to the valley's selection 
of a site. 
OPEN LETTER SENT OUT 

In an open letter to the people 
of the San Fernando Valley, Mr. 
Girard calls upon them to look over 
the ground and make a number of 
prospective selections which can be 
compared by a special committee with 
the result that the one selected shall 
be the choice of the people of the 
whole val’ey. 

He has included in a series of 
communications to the various Cham- 
bers of Commerce and newspapers in 
the San Fernando Valley, copies of 
a petition upon which the citizens 
in that district can inscribe their 
names as backing such a project and 
in which they can express their pref- 
erence as to the matter of a site. 

These petitions are then to be 
considered by the committee in 
charge after which the one upon 
which the choice falls will be the

against other locations in Southern 
California. 


REASONS RECITED 
The reasons given by Mr. Girard 
to Councilman Hughes include: 
(1.) The San Fernando Valley is 
a logical location for either a county 
or a city—or possibly joint—aviation

it is situated within thirty minutes’ 
automobile drive from the general 
postoffice of Los Angeles; has the 
necessary steam railroad facilities 
within its confines; has electric rail- 
way connections with the metropo- 
litan center of Los Angeles; has 
plenty of level space for the taking- 
off or landing of airplanes; has the 
necessary drainage which will guar-

GREAT CITRUS YIELD 

Breaking all records in the history of 
the citrus industry, California marketed 
63,640 carloads of oranges, grapefruit and 
lemons in the 1925-26 season, returning to 
the growers a grand total of $98,023,031, 
with a delivered value to the wholesale 
trade of $135,218,641, according to figures 
recently made public by the manager of 
the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange. 
About 4,000,000 more boxes of citrus fruit 
were shipped during the season just closed 
than in the 1924-25 season. | 
One thing that greatly favored the or- 
ange growers was that the quality of their 
fruit was never better tha, last season. 
There was practically no damage from 
frost, and the fruit was large, bright and 
clean in appearance. There was an un 
usually large crop of Valencia oranges and 
the quality was excellent. The Valencia 
orange production has doubled in the last 
ten years and is now more than three 
times as large as it was fifteen years ago. 
It ts satisfactory to learn, as reported 
by the exchange, that the European mar. 
ket is demanding more and more of our 
oranges and grapefruit. Despite . sharp 
competition, there was sold tn Europe last 
season three times the quantity of these 
California fruits that was marketed there 
in any previous season, and the prices 
were in line with those paid in this conn- 
try. An increase in the shipments to the 

Orient also is reported.

An indication of the anticipated 
growth of the fruit-shipping industry is 
seen in the fact that 6000 new refrigerator 
cars are to be provided this season. Some 
idea of how this business has grown in 
the last thirty years may be gained from 
the fact that in the 1895-96 season 7575 
carloads of California citrus 
transported, while last season the total 
number of carloads was 63,640. During the

Arct irus or Aldebaran 
to sing the hymn of creation and 
the unity of the cosmic plan. They 


I don't believe 
his work ever was very popular. 
but that never worried him. In a 
1 ter he wrote me in 1904 he sald 
that Andrew Lang und given bim a 
“generous review” in a London 
journal.

The poppy plant, from which 
opium is manufactured, is grown 
in British india, China, Persia and 
‘Turkey. Most of the poppies are 
cultivated in British India and 
sold in the open market in Bom- 
bay, Calcutta and other cities. The 
Imperial Indian government taxes 
the sales of these crops to such 
an extent that from this source 
one-fifth of its total revenue is 
obtained. The opium poppy is not 


red, as is generally believed, but 


white. Most of the gum opium 
imported into the Unite] States 
comes from Turkey and Persia. 
India opium gum goes to China 
and is used at home. China has 
kept its word to stop the growing 
of the opium poppy—except in 
isolated instances where u local 
governor, in need of money, has 
secured graft by letting out pop- 
py- growing concessions. — 


The Drugs 


The principal drugs used by 
habitual users are morphine, hero 
in, cocain., marahuana and opium. 
Heroin is double strength mor- 
phine, and is suppli 1 in powder 
form compress d into pellets or 
cubes. Cocaine com s in crystal 
or flake form. Opium is of the 
consistency of molasses and mara- 
huana is a lecal weed. Drug ad- 
dicts in aski for the different 
drugs use the initials, sucl as M“ 
for morphine. “H” for heroin, 
“C” for cocaine and “mud” for 
opium. In this ay they show 
their familiarity with the drugs. 


Heroin and -rphine are the 
Most expensive and would be 
called the rich man’s drug, while 
Marahuana ‘s the ch-apest, and 
is used by Mexicans, negroes and 
other addicts when hey have not 
the means of procuring their regu- 
lar drug. 

Laudanum and verona! are also 
called drugs, but ally are sleep- 
ing ‘medicines which produce dire 
effects upon the habitual user. It 
has been known that many of the 
inmates of ine de asylums are 
there due to the excessive use of 
veronal. 

Ashes of opium is used to make 
acor ‘ositiun calle] “Yenshee.” 
When mixed with water, it makes 
a ber ge for what is termed an 
“opium eater.” 


The Effects 


A drug addict forms the habit 
from taking the crug either in 
sickness or by coming in contact 
with another drug user. The 
novice starts with morphine. In 
a short time he is a confirmed 
addict and takes the drug regular- 
ly three or far times a day. 
They consume anywhere from six 
to fifteen grains a day. 

Contrary to common opinion, a 


drug addict is normal when un- 
der the influence of the drug, and 
is irrational when the drug has 
worked out of his system. When 


- the drug has started to work out 


of the system, the addict becomes 
sick, insomuch as he has pains in 
his stomach, is generally nervous 
and experiences a terrible physi- 
cal strain. He cannot stand still, 
sit still, or in fact, do anything 
but roll about. He cannot hold a 
conversation or hold a completed 
thought. It is necessary some- 
times to chain an addict when the 
drug is out of his system. 

A man on the street may detect 
an addict by peculiar mannerisms, 
such as sitting in a prominent spot 
with his coat off, due to exces- 
sive perspiration, scratching his 
body and staring furtively in all 
directions. On close examination 
it may be seen the eyes of the 
addict will not dilate when ex- 
posed to a strong light; that is if 
he is using morphine or heroin. 
On the contrary, cocaine dilates 
the eyes and makes them glitter 


like glass. A cocaine user lacks . 
pep, but is called a high-stepper: - 


for the reason that the addict has 
hallucinations or imaginations 
through the use of the drug. He 
is in constant fear of thirgs prac- 
tical and imaginary. Some of 
them are victims of the cocaine 
bug, an imaginary insect that 
bores into various parts of the 
body. It has been known that co- 
caine addicts have picked holes 
in the flesh and have even gone 
so far as to pick out the eye-ball 
with a pair of tweezers. 


Opium Users 


Opium is in common use among 


the Chinese, although increasing 
numbers of white persons and ne- 
groes are becoming addicted to its 
use. It comes in fluid form, simi- 
lar to molasses, and must be 
smoked through an opium pipe. 
The ordinary pipe cannot be used. 
The opium smoker inhales the 
smoke from the drug into his 
lungs, exhaling back through 
the nostrils. It has a similar ef- 
fect upon the addict as that pro- 
duced by morphine. Some fiction 
writers have left the impression 
that the sm g of opium pro- 
duces fantastic dreams, but con- 
tact with the victims of the drug 
has proved that its only effect is 
misery, suffering a degeneracy. 


When opium is smoked it has a 
peculiar and distinctive odor 
which can be easily detected. All 
opium smokers are aware of this 
fact and consequently make the 
room in which they use the drug 
air-tight. 

Marahuana, or Indian hemp, ts 
a local weed and is sr.ioked in 
cigarettes. The weed is similar 


in appearance to alfalta and 


thrives in this climate. There are 
male and female marahuana 
plants, although the male is the 
most common and is easily de- 
tected as it contains seeds similar 
to those used to feed canary birds. 
This veed is mostly used by the 
Mexicans and Negroes and when 
an individual is under the influ- 
ence of the drug he is wholly ir- 
responsfble for his actions. Many 
of the crimes committed by Mex. 
cans mey be traced to the use of 
marahuana. 


All of the drugs mentioned 
above, with the exception of co- 
caine, leave the pupil of the eye 
very small. Cocaine causes the 
pupil to dilate and makes the eyes 
glitter like glass. 

It is a well known fact that a 
drug addict is always a Ir. and 
usually a thief—a thief because in 


most instances they cannot pro- 


cure enough money by fair means 
to keep them supplied with the 


necessary drugs. 


A cocaine fiend 
will use any means to obtain what 


doe is after, resorting to stealing 


the last penny from his mother, 
or murdering anyone who may 
come in his way. The cocaine 
fiend will commit acts under the 


influence of the drug that he 


would not do normally. Clarence 
“Tuffy” Reid, who was hanged re. 
cently, was a drug addict; Alfonse 
Rincon served a sentence for 
drug addiction in 1924. Under the 
influence of the drug, he killed 3 
man, robbed him of six dollars 
and threw his body in a well. His 
short-lived career ended on the 
gallows; had he never taken 
drugs, he might hav> lived a good 
and useful life. 

The method of dispensing drugs 
to addicts could be called an 
“honor system among thieves” 
because a drug peddler will not 
deliver the goods to his customer 
at the time he receives his money. 
Instead, he will plant various 
quantities of the drug in differ- 
ent localities and when he is mak- 
ing a sale he will take the money 
and then tell the cut omer where 
he will find the drug. Sometimes 
another drug addict is watching 


‘the agent plant the drug and 


steals it before the man who has 
paid the money can get there. It 
is a positive fact th ut drugs are 
not delivered to homes or offices. 
A method of sending drugs to per- 
sons who are confined, is that of 
making a solution of the drug in 
water and saturating the letter in 


this solution. The letter is then 


mailed to the addict, who goes 


. through the reverse operation and 


extra ‘s the drug from the letter. 
Very Careful 


The peddlers take every precau- 
tion not to be ciught, and they 
are conscious of being watched 
continually. Recently a dope 
peddler, who has been operating 
in Los Angeles for five years, and 
who accumulated a fortune, was 
finally caught, convicted and is 
now serving a sentence in the 
penitentiary. They are some- 
times watched not only for sev- 
eral months but a year or two, 


and they are never sure when the 
net will be thrown about them. 
The remuneration is selling drugs 


is so great that many are willing 
to take their life into their hands 


hoping to make a fortune and 
quit; very few of them live to see 
their dream come true—invariably 
they are caught. 

“It is my sincerest wish,” said 
Sergt. Littlejohn, “that the recom- 


mendation by the State Narcotic 


Committee to place all drug ad- 


. dicts on a farm where they could 


be taken care of, given good food, 
sunshine and outdoor life, will be 
materialized soon. I am con- 
vinced rough all my experi- 
ence that by segregating them 
we will remove them from 
contact wit) society, and 
therefore eliminate the market 
for the drug peddler. In this way 
the city will be cleaned thor. 
oughly. We have twelve men 
who are working on the outside 
continually, and sooner or later 
with the co-operation of the State 
and the people of Los Angeles, 
we'll get them all.” 


Smith, First Overland Tourist, 


Came Here Just Hundred Years Ago 


STALWART FUR TRAPPER 
REACHED SAN GABRIEL. 
JUST CENTURY AGO:

of the stalwart representatives of the earliest of 


2 NE HUNDRED years ago next November 27 one 


American pioneers, Jedediah Strung Smith, ar- 
rived at the San Gabriel Mission with a company of fur 


trappers and adventurers. 


It was in 1826 that Smith 


first saw the welcome dobe walls of the mission and 
made himself famous in history as the first American to 
reach Southern California by the overland route. 


Of all the explorers of the West 
here was none braver than 
Smith, Who was not only a fur 


trader, but was a blazer of trails 


who adhered to the teachings of 
his much-thumbed Bible except in 
cases when necessity demanded 
the vigorous use of his other con- 
stant companion—the rifle. 

Smith had grown up in the 
frontier regions of Ohio and the 
Great Lakes and coupled an am- 
bitious nature with a natural rov 
ing disposition that early led him 
to St. Loqis, which in 1822 was 
the center of the fur trade activ- 
ities of the Far West. He was 
a student of geography and had 
always been lured b. a great tri 
angular unknown space on the 
map, with its apex on the Upper 
Platte River; a vast unexplored 
region reaching to the mouth of 
the Columbia River and to the 
Gulf of California. 

The actual travels that brought 
Smith to Southern California be 
gan in 1823, when he joined the 
Rocky Mountair Fur-Trading 
Company. From 1823 to 1826 he 
fought in Indian wars, trapped on 
the Yellowstone and Snake rivers 
and traveled over a wide partially 
2xplored territory. 

The spring of 1826 marks th 


late when Smith, accompanied by 


the veteran Gen. Ashley, left St. 
Louis, entering upon the journey 
~which was to carry him, the first 
American, from the Mississippi to 
the central route. On arriving at 
the Great Salt Lake, Gen. Ashley 
left the party and transferred his 
rights in the fur company to 
Smith and his two friends, David 
E. Jackson and William L. Sub- 
lette. 
Although trapping was plenti- 
ful in the Salt Lake region, Smith 
was ambitious to push on farther, 


for the lure of the unknown was 


ever present with him. He was 
interested in the virgin field to 
the southwest of Salt Lake and 
possibly he visioned a trading 
post on the Pacific Coast. 

A small group of intrepid trap- 
pers left the main company and 


proceeded into the unknown ter- 


ritory. Smith was chosen as 
leader because of his undaunted 


courage, education and ability to 


handle the Mexicans, who were 
then in control of California. The 
impelling motive of the California 
trip was primarily economic, but 
the leuder was urged on by the 
lure of adventure which beckoned 
him to the western coast. 


On Their Way 
Thus it was on August 22, 1826, 
that fifteen men under Smith's 
command left the shores of the 
Great Salt Lake. The route taken 
was south to Utah Lake, down 


the Sevier Valley to the Virgin. 


River, which was first named by 
Smith the Adams River, in honor 
of John Quincy Adams, then 
President of the United States. 
From the Virgin River the 
party followed the course of the 
wide, turbulent Colorado until 
they arrived in the land of the 


Mojave Indians. Smith describes 


his new-found friends in the fol- 
Towing words contained in vol- 
umes now housed in the Adason 
collection of Western Americana 
at Pomona College: “I found 
here a nation of Indians who call 
themselves the Ammuchabas; 


they cultivate the soi] and raise 


corn, beans, pumpkins, water- 
melons and muskmelons in abun- 
dance and also a little wheat and 
cotton.” 


By this time Smith was nearly 
destitute of horses and finally se- 
cured his needed mounts from a 
band of runaway Indians who 
had stolen a few head from the 
Spaniards. With new supplies he 
left the Mojaves, crossing the 
Colorado River at Needles, where 
he first set foot upon California 
soil. A letter written by Smith 
to Gen. William Clark, superin- 
tendent of Indian affairs, fixes 
this date of entrance at Novem- 
ber 12. 1826. From Needles the 
party fol'owed the present route 
of ti Santa Fe Railroad, passing 
untold wealth in gold and other 
minerals, always in search of 
good hunting and trapping 


ground. The desert, without its 
modern signboards and comfort 
ably situated camps, was crossed 
with much hardship and untold 
suffering. 


Here at Last 


Undaunted by thirst or sand. 
storm, the Harty pushed through 
Cajon Pass and arrived at San 
Gabriel Mission November 27, 
1826, hailed as the first Ameri- 
cans to cross the plains and des- 
ert to Southern California. Here 
Smith was kindly received by the 
priests, and Father Jose Bernardo 
Sanchez became a close friend of 
the group. A cow was killed to 
celebrate the safe arrival of de 
party and a feast wag spread in 
their honor. Their clothing was 
torn and tattered from the long 
journey and Harrison G. Rogers. 
a companion of Smith's, sets 
down their feeling of embarrass- 
ment in his diary, when in ragged 
clothes they attended an’ early: 
morning wedding. To quote from 
the diary, Rogers say he made “a 
very grotesque appearance when 
seated at the tables among the 
dandies with their ryffles, silks 
and broadcloths.” 

The mission at San Gabriel, 
which was established in 1771. 
was then at the height of its 
prosperity and made ea lasting im- 


pression upon the Americans. 


Rogers describes it ag follows: 
“The mansion, or mission, con- 
sists M four rowr of houses form- 
ing a complete square, where 
there is all kinds of macaniks at 
work; the churcl faces-the east 
and the guard-house the west; the 
N. and S. line comprises the work 
shops. They have large vine 
yards, apple and peach orchards, . 
and some orange and fig trees. 


whisky and grind their own grain, 
having a water mill of tolerable 
quality; they have upwards of 
1000 persons employed, men, 
women and children, Indians of 
different nations. The situation 


Southern California and itris evi- 
dent that Smith and his men were 
early boosters for the region. 
They were greatly impressed by 
the large herds of live stock as 


Life at the mission is described 
as enjoyable and restful, their 
only difficulty was in understand- 
ing the language. The friendll- 
ness of Father Sanchez was fur- 
ther shcwn by a present he gave 
Smith of sixty-four yards of shirt- 
ing, enough material to provide 
each man with a new garment. 

The Indians, according to the 
chronicie, led a pleasant lite. 
Hockey games were played by 
the boys, and two violins, a trum- 
pet and triangle were the instru- 
ments used by an Indian orches- 
tra which played “tolerable good 
music.” 


All was not ease for Smith. He 


Was aware that he was trespass 


ing on Mexiean soll and after 
communicating with Gov. Eahe 
andia at San Diego, he was or- 
dered to appear before him. On 
December F, 1826, he paid his re 
spects to the Governor and ex- 
plained that he was compelled to 
enter California becayse of eco 
nomic reasons and the necessity 
of replenishing his larder. Eche- 
andia reluctantly released him 
when he was convinced by Ameri- 
can ship captains that Smith’s 
sole object “was the hunting and 
trapping of beaver and other 
furs.” 

Smith was given permission to

Changes in range and deflection 
are sung out. “Oh, b.! Just an 
other bunch of those big lumber 
schooners.” says a gun pointer. 
“We'll pick those birds off be 
fore they find us.” They do look 
‘ike easy targets. even at that 
great range. 
sixteen, fifteén, fourteen thou 
sand. Every “a-a” battery in the 
fleet is on them. thirty seconds 
more and they will be under fire. 

And then zhoom-zhoomoom- 
200m — from out of that blinding 


sun have dropped a swarm of tiny: 


fighting planes-—“wasps of the 
air.” At 300 miles an hour they 
dive to within a hundred feet of 
the deadnaught decks before 
they zoom upward and dive again 
they have each 
dropped four twenty-five-pound 
demolition bombs on the antiair 
craft batteries and on the secoud 
dive have scattered the remnants 
of the crews with machine-gun 
fire. Unmolested, the bombing 
squadron drones into position cv 
erhead, drops its tons of dest uc 
tive bombs on the flagships Wes! 
Virginia and California and Gies 
on out of range. The suddenness 
and perfection of that attack have 
gone home to every officer who 
witnessed it. 

Its significance was this: 

It was this first time in history 
that a synchronized bombing and 
“strafing” attack had been made 
on a fleet. It was a complete sur 
prise to the fleet chiefs. It epit 
omized im action the wonderful 
effectiveness of naval aviation— 
the development that ‘has gone 
on quietly and unhe alded since 
1909.

It Is the claim that the United 
States Fleet today commands the 
sea and that itis the air force that 
has given it the balance of pow 
er. 

“Ship for ship. plane for plane.

They get closer, 


the man who is largely responsi- 
ble for today’s great efficiency of 
the “wings of the fleet.” 

Commander Smith, today chief. 
of-staff of the Battle Fleet air 
craft squadrons, recently said 
some things which should open 
the eyes of America to the 
Navy s attainments in the air. 

“We have reached the point 
where the commander-in-chief is 
permitting us to make certain 
air attacks on che fleet, said 
Commander Smith,” to ascertain 
whether the surface chips will be 
able to protect themselves from 
such aerial attacks. 

“If the fleet cannot protect ſt- 
self effectively, then it is the 
commander-in-chief's plan that 
we work in conjunction with the 
fleet in its defense from air at- 
tick. 

“I can safely say that defense. 
from air attack must come from 
the air and we have made good 
healthy prog.ess in both direc 
tions. 

“Today, we have 150 modern 
planes with the fleet, of every 
type necessary in the prosecution 
of a fleet action. We have 200 pf 
lots in the Battle Fleet and thete 
men know their jobs.”

The new Loening amphibian 
planes, capable of landing and 
taking off on land, water, 
ice ao» snow, will remain aloft 
seven hours without refueling.

The PN-type of flying boat, now 
advanced to the PN-10, with met- 
al bull and geared motors. is a 
far cry from the lumbering F5L 
of World War days.. These huge 
new seaplanes, capable of ro- 
maining in the air twenty-elght 
hours without refueling and with 
a speed of 110 knots per hour, 


scouting planes we have entirely 
removed the greatest p oblen, of 
a commander-in-chief, the ele 
ment of surprise. 

“The PN-type planes are 80 
fast and powerful that we cap 
send nem up just before tigrt- 
fal] for reconnaissance and ia 
that hour of twilight they can 
cover so much area that it will be 
impossible for an enemy to sur- 
p:ise us at night. At daybreak we 
will end the PN's upagain as an 
advance screen to search for the 
enemy, thus saving destroyers 
and cruisers for other important 
work. 

“Our submarines of the large 
type are now being equipped with 
their own little observation 
planes, later our destroyers will 
have them and already every 
light cruized and battleshiu has 
its own wings. Here at San 
Diego today we are training a

to battleships.” 

Commander Smith declared 
that the American public is also 
in ignorance of the remarkable 
development the Navy has fos- 
tered in airplane motors. 

“All our endeavor in this direc 
tion has been in the perfection of 
the air-cooled motor, so that to 
day we have air-cooled engines

Equal «forts in design of plane 
structure are also underway at 
Navy leboratories at Priladel 
pum and Wasbington. Interna- 
tonal anc national racing. Com- 
mander Smith believes, is of 
rent value in the development 
of nghting plane design. 

Under the five-yea: plan of von 
struction, by which in 1931 h 
Navy will have 1500 planes avail- 
able at an expenditure of $85,000,- 
000, the fleet wil] have reached 
the goal set two years ago by the 
Morrow Board. Approximately 
2000 pilots wil be necessary to 
fly this great armada of the skies 
The Navy today bas 500 expert. 
enced pilots and every effort is 
being expended to bring up the 
number. 

The high type of mental and 
physical alertness essential to 
the Navy flyer cuts down the 
availability to approximately 10 
per cént. That is, only 25 per 
cent ot the fleet’s junior officers 
are able to pass preliminary phy- 
sical examinations and only 40 per 
cent of this number manage to 
complete flying training. Under 
the new aviation program, how- 
ever, 39 per cent of all pilots 
must be enlisted men. Hereaft- 
er, every graduate of the Naval 
Academy must have full aviation 
training before he goes to the 
fleet for duty. 


The Navy likewise is just as 


careful of the physical and men- 
tal well being of its flye:s as it 
is of the machines. Illustrative of 
this is the corps of flight surgeons 
being developed, surgeons, or 
rather psychiatrists, who night 
and day watch the mental reac- 
tions of the pilots. These flight 
surgeons fly with the flyers and 
play with them for the sole pur- 
pose of watching their mental re 
actions. If a pilot shows signs of 
going stale or becoming shaky. 
he stays on the ground at the or

concerning the horses we lossed 
at Saint Ann, six in number, he

“Wednesday, 24th—We are still 
at the Ind farm, waiting the re 
sult of the Priests answer, and 
drying meat, and repairing sad- 
dles for our journey. Some of the 
men we kept employed braking 
wild Horses, Daniel Ferguson one 
of our men, when leaving the mis- 
sion on the 18th Inst. hid himself 
and we could not find him, the 
corporal who commands at the 
mission promised to find him, and 
send bim on to us, but | suspect 
we shall not see him again, the 
weather continues fine. 

Thursday, 25th—No answer 
from the Priest this morning. and 
we are obliged to remain here an- 
other day. The men still keep at 
work, braking young Horses, Mr. 
S. discharged one of the men 
John Wilson, on the 17th Inst. 
and he could not get permission 
to stay in the country, therefore 
we obliged to let him come back 
to us, he remains with the com- 
pany but not under pay as yet. I 


expect be will go on with us— 
The weather stil] continues beau 
tiful—thingse about our camp 
much as usual Inds. travelling 
back asd forward from the mis- 
sion steady the Indes here call 
themselves the Farrahoots. 
“Friday, 26th—Early this morn- 
ing—we collected our Horses 
and counted them and two was 
tmissing—Mr. 8. sent a man in 
search of them, he returned with 
them about 10 o'clock, we are 
stil] at the Ind-farm house, wait- 
ing an answer from the Priest— 


at San Gabriel. | expect we shall 


remain here today—if the courier 
does not arrive, lu the evening 
James Reed and myself concluded 
we would go into the cowpen and 


rope some cows, and milk them, 


after the Ind. fashion, accordingly 
we made ready our rope, and hal- 
tered four cows, and tied their 
heads up to a steak, and made 
fast thei. hind feet and milked 
them, bu’ did not get much milk 
on account of not letting their 
calves to them, So soon as we 
were done Capt Smith and Silas 
Gobel followed our Example, this 
country in many respects is the 
most desirable part of the world | 
ever was in, the climate so regu- 
lar and beautiful, the thermomater 
stands daily from 65 to 70 degrees 
and I am told it is about the 
same in summer. 

“Saturday, 27th-—Still at the Ind 
farm house waiting the Answer 
from the priest 2 of our horses 
missing this morning—and four 
men sent in search of them, Mr. 
S. and Lapoint is gone up to San 
burnandeino to see the old stew- 
ard on business—” 

At this point the diary frag- 
ment ends abruptly. 

The San Bernardino mentioned 
in the journal is not the site of 
the present city but a place be- 
tween what are now Sep Bernar- 
dino and Redlands. Here there. 
was an agricultur 1 station, a~ 
branch of the San Gabriel mis- 
sion, established at the request of 
the Indians in San Bernardino 
Valley, who wished to learn agri. 
culture and cattle-raising. 

This asistencia, as it was called. 
flourished for a time until. accord- 
ing to record, the rich valley gave 


generously of the fruits of the 
earth and the foothills fed cattle 
close-packed as sheep!“ There 
were wo buildings, made of 
adobe, and part of one building 
was useleas a chapel. The first 
was razed by an American owner, 
years after the property had been 
taken from the Indians by the 
Mexican government. The ruins 
of the second building may still 
be seen on the north side of 
Brookside avenue, part of a main 
highway, about four miles west 
of the center of ‘Redlands. 

It is interesting to note that 
water brought down from the 
mountait: by the Indians under 
the direction of the missionaries 
now is valued at $5000 an hour. 
The Indians built a zanja, or wa- 
ter ditch, to irrigate the lands of 
the mission station. This zanja 
now passes under the business 
district of Redlands, but the wa- 
ter has been owned by the people 
living on what were the mission 
station lands. Citizens of Red- 
lands have just voted a bond issue 
of $525,000 to acquire an interest 
in this supply. 

From Southern California Smith 
and his party recrossed the San 
Bernardino Mountains but instead 
of taking the route back to Salt 
Lake, as the Mexicans expected, 
they turned north and entered the 
San Joaquin Valley by way of the 
Teo nor Tehachapi Pass. Smith 
left most of the party there, went 
to Salt Lake accompanied by two 
of his men, returned to California 
and set out for the north. 

A letter of Smith's records na- 
tives in Central California with 
hair cut to the length of three 


inches, “very singular amongst 


Indians.” Among some of the 
California Indians farther north. 
ward Rogers found that women 
did the important trad ng. 

From May 10, 1828. the frag 
ment of Rogers's second journal 
records the journey of the expedi- 
tion northward through the coun- 
try of Indians, some friendly and 
others hostile. Toll through mire 
and rock, accidents and death to 
the horses, affliction with “muske 
atoes. large horse flies and smal! 
knats.“ conflicts with savages: all 
are recorded by Rogers until July 
13, when he made his final entry 
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in the diary. the last words he 
would ever write: 

The next day a band of Indians 
fell upon tha white men and mur- 
dered all but three. Jedediah 
Smith was not in camp at the 
time. Two others escaped the 
savages and all three made their 
way to Fort Vancouver, after se- 


_ vere hardships. 


Humiliation of the chief of the 
Umpqua Indians led to the massa- 
cre. Two days previously one of 
the visiting Indians stole an ax 


from the white men. Of this 
Rogers wrote: 
“We . . . started a N.. 


cours) up the river and traveled 
3 M. and enc. Had several Inds. 
along; one of the Ind. stole and 
ax and we were obliged to seize 
him for the purpose of tying him 
before we could scare him to 
make him give it up. 


Captain Smith and one of them 


caught him and put a cord round 
his neck, and the rest of us stood 
with our guns ready in case they 
made any resistance, there was 
about 50 Inds. present but did not 
pretend to resist tying the 
other. 

By means of this threat the ax 
was recovered. But it happened 
that the Indian whose dignity was 
da naged by the white men was 


chief of the Umpqua. He planned 


revenge. 

The next day the Indians traded 
and were apparently friendly. The 
white men were thrown off their 
guard by what appeared to be 
goodwill on the part of the abor- 
igines. The party pitched camp 


near the Umpqua River, in Ore- 


gon, on a Sunday evening. 

As he had often done before, on 
Monday morning Smith set out to 
find the road for the day, leaving 
the men in camp. While he was 
gone the savages, 
knives, descended in overwhelm- 
ing numbers upon the white men, 
slaying all but two, who escaped. 


This was the tragic end of 


Rogers. the diarist. and most of 
the other men in the Smith expe- 
dition, of whom Rogers wrote in 
his journal: 


"Many men of many minds, 
many kinds of many, 
Ktnderate of God's creation.”

leave the country by the same 
way he had entered, 60, on Jan- 
uary 17, 1827, he said “adios” to 
his friends at San Gabriel Mis 
sion and followec a northeasterly 
course for four miles, camping 
the first night above El Monte at 
an old Indian farmhouse. On the 
next day the party traveled until 
it reached a farmhouse near what 
is believed to be the mouth of 
Live Oak Canyon, located north 
of Pomona and a little west of 
Claremont. It was necessary to 
remain here a day as five of the 
wild horses the party owned had 
broken away from their crude 
hobbles the night before. 
Leaving the canyon the party 
journeyed across what are now 
the rich Pomona and San Bernar 
dino valleys, on a trail not far 
above our much-traveled Foothill 
Boulevard of the present day. 
From a camp near the old town- 
site of San Bernardino, which was 
a few miles wes‘ of the present 
city of Redlands, Smith went to 


‘the town for supplies, for Which 


the San Gabriel Father had given 
an order. The party then went 
north through Cajon Pass, but in- 
stead of proceeding across the 
treacherous desert wastes to 
ward the Colorado River, the ad- 
venturer in Smith led him to turn 
his party northward against the 
orders of the Mexican Governor. 

Following the Sierra Madres 


they entered the San Joaquin 


Valley, either by Tejon Pass or 
the Tehachapi, early in the year 
1827. In none of the records of 


the trip does Smith give definite - 


reason for disobeying the Gover 
nor's orders, but it is known that 
he dreaded the trip across the des- 
ert, nor was he eager to quit the 
California’ region without further 
exploration and trapping. 
Over Sierras 
Traveling up the valley about 
100 miles inland Smith and his 
cohorts spent a great deal of time 
during the winter 
months. The Indians were not 
hostile and the party continued 


Borthward to what is believed to 


Out Here 


be the Stanislaus River. After 
an unsuccessful attempt to cross 
the Sierras they returned to the 
valley. Smith at this time made 
up his mind to leave most of his 
men at the valley camp and with 
two companions, seven borses 
and two mules he succeeded in 
crossing the Sierras after eight 
days of hardship due to the win- 
ter snows. This is believed by 
historians to be the first known 
crossing of the Sierra Nevadas by 
an American. | 
While in the San Joaquin Val- 
ley Smith and his party were 
charged with enticing the Indians 
from a mission governed dy 


Father Durand. They were 
viewed with suspicion and finally 
Father Durand’s complaints 


reached the ears of the Governor. 
The latter ordered the Americans 
to leave the territory immediately 
or come to San Jose to be kept 
under guard, or board a vessel 
which would take them north of 
42 deg. latitude. 

By the time these orders reached 
the men left in the valley Smith 
had departed. From the east side 


of the Sierras he continued dis 


perilous journey to the Great 
Balt Lake, arriving there on June 
17, 1827, with only one horse and 
one mule. He stayed there only 
a short time and hurried on to 
the company base at Bear Lake, 
where he met his two partners, 
Jackson and Sublette. Few furs 
and much news were given them 
before he packed up to leave 


Again. 


Smith was the first American 
traveler to realize that one visit 
to California was deserving of an- 
other. After a month's rest he 
left on his second trip to Call 
fornia July 13, 1527, accompanied 
by eighteen men and two Indian 
women. To avoid crossing the 
Sterras he folloved his old route 
into the Mojave Indian country, 
expecting to replenish his sup 
plies at the Indian camps. 


Since the first appearance of 
the Americans the Indians bad 
been warned against them by the 
Mexicans. The Indians seemed 
peaceful enough until Smith was 
ferrying his men across the Colo 
rado River. He and a few com 
panions were on the west shore, 
others were on the river, while 


the remainder of the party was 
on the east bank. The Indians 
suddenly tell on the entire group 
and began massacring them. Ten 
men were killed, the two women 
and all the horses were captured, 
and important papers and prop- 
erty was stolen. Smith and eight 
men were left on foot with ne 
alternative but to go on. | 
Nine and a balf days were 
spent in the tramp across the 
Gesert to San Bernardino, where 
two men abandoned the party 
and supplies were secured before 
continuing the journey to the 
San Joaquin Valley. There he 
found his men almost destitute 
of food and clothing. He re 
mained in camp two days, then, 
with Indian guides, went to the 
San Jose Mission where be ex 
pected to be treated hospitably. 
Instead he was thrown in trons 
and permitted only to write Gov. 
Echeandia at Monterey, Smith 
was ordered to appear before him 
under guard and only through 
the efforts of captains of Ameri- 
can vessela was hé released and 
prescribed a route over which be 
apd his party must leave Mext 
can territory. 3 


To the North 


With little delay the party 
moved up the Sacramento River 
but could find no way through the 
Sierra Nevadas and decided to 
go northwest through the present 
counties of Humboldt and Trin 
ity, across the Coast Range te 

sea. They continuéd north 
ward and came to the fertile Wil- 


.lamette Valley where the Emp- 


qua Indiang fell upon the group, 


murdering all but two of Smiths 


followers while he wag searching 
for a new road out of the valley. 
Turner and Black escaped and 
the former met Smith returning 
to camp in time to warn him of 
the danger. 

The two started the terrible 
tramp through the wilderness to 
Fort Vancouver. Life was sus 
stained only by eating toads, 
snails, bugs and fern roots and it 
was with relief.the two reached 
Vancouver in August, 1828. They 
were surprised to find that Black 
dad also made his way northward 
to the fort.

At the river's 
dank he was surrounded by hose 
tile Comanche Indiang who 
wounded him fatally, but before 
giving up his life Smith sought 
revenge by killing the chief and 
two otters of his band. The pis 
tol which Smith used was sold by 
the Indians to Mexican traders,

This percussion cap 
pistol and the watch carried by. 
Smith are now in the private col- 
lection of Mr. Walter Bacon of 
Los Angeles, à grand nephew of 
“The Pathfinder of the Sierras.” 

Smith must have bac some idea 
of the importance of his contri- 
bution to frontie. history and to 
the later development of Califor 
nia as he kept a careful journal 
of all of his travels. He also 
prepared maps, intending to ulti- 
mately pubtiszh a boak on his 
travels. 

Without a donbt Jedediah 
Strong Smith will always be

DEL MAR, Nov. 20—The famous 
Linda Vista grade, three miles south 
of Del Mar, on the San Diego line 
of the Santa Fe, is about to lose its 
most picturesque—and dangerous— 
curves. In climbing over Torrey Pines 
Mountain to Linda Vista, the road- 
bed now contains a number of curves 
so sharp that a long train some- 
times forms a letter 8 in passing 
over them. A new roadbed now is 
being graded which will make a 4 
per cent curve the sharpest on the 
line and will give an easier grade 


for the entire ascent. The new 
roadbed will also make faster time 
feasible without danger, and may 


slightly reduce the running time be- 
tween San Diego and Los Angeles. 
Two years ago a train whose pas- 
sengers included a motion-picture 
company, left the track on one of 
the sharp curves now being elimi- 
nated and several coaches turned 
over.

Tunis is not a new policy with Sta- 
lin.

Heretofore he 
has been balked at all points by the 
Third Internationale, the agency set 
up by the original soviet organiza- 
tion as the uniting center of the 
world revolution of the proletariat. 
The extremist Zinovieff, who had 
strong support within the ruling po- 
litical bureau, was working every- 
where for the class revolution ana in 
China, Turkey, Persia and Afgaan- 
tan, as well as India, he set all 
the strong propertied and govern- 
mental classes against Russia.

The Third Interntaionale has 
been put in the hands of men who 
will use it according to the ideas of 
the new regime. We are getting con- 
stant hints from Moscow that it will 
mo longer be employed to stir up 
class revolution. These assurances 
probably will not go for Britain and 
Other foes of Russia, but in Asia

It is quite evident Chine and Tur- 
key are convinced of the change. fcr 
the government at Peking. which wa« 
set up by the Chinese foes of the 
Bolshevists, is now co-operating close- 
ly with Moscow.

Planning Commission Outlines Block Size and the 
Dimensions for Model ‘Homesites

The ideal city block, as suggested 
by the Glendale Planning Colatuis- 
sion, has a width of 230 feet, the 
length being a matter of less mo- 
ment. This width permits three lots 
at each end, the corner lots hav.ng 
a fromtage of eighty feet on the cross 
street a depth of eigaty-uve fee. 
ou the main s.reet. The middie lot 
at each end of the bicck is seventy 
feet wide with a depth ot e.ghty-five 
feet. All the lots along the two 
longer sides of the block have a six- 
ty-uve-.oot fron.age and a depth of 
115 feet. 
It is claimed for the ideal block. 
as outlined, that it gives the home- 
owner the advantage oi greater dis- 
tance between houses and thus in- 
sures a greater degree of privacy; it 
disposes of excess ground at the rear 
of the house that is Mable to vecome 
a burden on the owner, a fire nicn- 
ace, or an unsightly spot: it elimi- 
nt. tes the key lot and saves the owner 
trom having the back part of his 
neighbor s house, or some outbulilda- 
ing, forming the main scenery visible 
from his front windows; it equa:izes 
the cost of improvements around the 
block; and, by eliminawung the key 
lot, it increases the value of the lot 
next adjacent to the corner lot. 
Secretar? Claude C. Boynton oi the 
commission makes it clear that the 
ideal block is net intended to re- 
place city blocks already laid out and 
occupied, noi does it apply to a busi- 
ness district. In effect the ideal block 
is only applicable to territory where 
single family residences are allowed 
on each lot, and .ts use is therefore 
recommended to those subdividers 
who are laying out new tracts devoted 
solely to first-class residences, he said.

Care of the Child 


German Measles 


Since measles is a disease which most 
mothers believe every child must have 
sooner or later more should be known about 
those ailments which stimulate measles. 

First, let me emphatically deny that 
measles ig an inevitable disease of child- 
hood. There is no such thing as a necessary 
or inevitable disease at any stage of life. 


A child brought up and fed properly will 
not contract measles. — 

However, one~ailment which often de- 
ceives both doctor and mother is a disease 
known as rubella, or German measles. 

The eruptions have points of resemblance 
to true measles and also have points of 
similarity to scarlet fever. 

Its causes are not well known except that 
the child is susceptible to the passing ill- 
nesses of childhood. It appears in epi- 
demics or endemics and spreads with great 
rapidity. 

The medical protession: believes n is con- 
tagious. 

It will affect adults as well as children. 

Its symptoms are somewhat parallel to 
those of measles. As a rule there are chilli- 
ness, headache, backache, running of the 
nose, sore throat and coughing. 7 

A form of rose-red eruption on the throat 
is usually a constant symptom with the 
measies rash. It is because of the throat 
eruption that it resembles scarlet fever 
while the rest of the body has the charac 
teristic pimply eruption of measles. 

The eruption usually comes on the face 
and then spreads from there to the chest 
where it scatters throughout the rest of the 
body. 

Asa rule, the symptoms are in no sense 
as severe as in true measles. The child 
may want to play as usual. Very frequently 
he will not be indisposed in the slightest 
degree. Also, there is very much less dan- 
ger of complications. 

As you probably know, in regular measles 
it is not so much the attack itself which en- 
dangers the child as it is the resultant 
chest complications. 

More children die of pneumonia coming 
as a sequence to measles than of measies 
themselves. ‘ 

German measles usually have no such 
dangerous potentialities. 

As a rule, the total duration of the disease 


10 but three or four days. 


The same general rules as are applicable 


to the treatment of measles are also suit- 


able to German measles. 

The child should be kept away from other 
children. There need be little fear on the 
part of the adult members of the family. 

It he is running a temperature or if the 
cough symptoms are severe, he should be 
kept in bed. Otherwise, I see no reason 
why he cannot play in his play-room or by 
himself in the back yard. 

If fever is present, it should be combatted 
in the regulation way; that is, by the appll- 
cation of cold compresses to the abdomen 
until sufficient heat is extracted to bring 
the temperature to normal. 

When the first symptoms appear, viz., the 
eruption on the face, it is a good idea to 
give the child a tepid bath as it favors 
bringing out the rest of the eruption much 
more readily. 

The bowels should be washed frequently 
until the water comes out clean. 

For the first twenty-four hours, at least, 
nothing more than cool fruit juices should 
be fed.

Hernia and Rupture 


What is the difference between hernia and 
rupture? 

A hernia is a condition in which a soft 
organ in the abdomen or pelvis has broken 
through a natural opening not intended to 
receive it. 

A rupture is a condition where a soft or 
gan of the abdomen or pelvis has created 
and broken through an opening not intended 
for it. 

In the main, both rupture and hernia are 
alike, the opening usually consists of muscle 
tissue and tendons, 

As a rule, hernia or rupture follows severe 
compression of the abdominal contents such 
as is involved in lifting or straining. 

The abdominal walls, especially that por- 
tion surrounding the inguinal canal, cannot 
support the abdominal contents.

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Assimilation—Starches and Acids 
Los Angeles, Cal. 
Dear Dr. Lovell: 


would send me a list of foods that assimi- 
late as to starches and acids. j 
A READER, 

If you were to ask me “What is a starch 
food and what is an acid food, I could give 
only one answer—I don't know.” 

It is too bad that such terms have sprung 
up in the language of dietetics. 

Of course, I know what is commonly 
meant by a starch or an acid food, but if 
one wants to be strictly scientific—there is 
no such thing as a starch or an acid food. 

I know the public considers food such as 
potatoes, breadstuffs, rice and corn as 


starches and probably considers oranges, to- 


matoes, grapes and apples as acids. 

In reality none of these foods are pure 
starches cr pure acids. They are all com- 
posites, merely containing a predominating 
amount of the food principle in question. 

A potato contains protein besides starch. 
Rice contains fats, oils, mineral salts, pro- 
tein and water besides starch! and so on for 
each food. 

It is a composite of many food principles, 
merely being classed as a starch or an acid 
because this principle happens to predomt- 
nate. 

Now as to the question of their assimil- 
ability—that is a broad subject. 

Assimilability of food depends upon the 
state of health, upon the quantity of food 
eaten, and upon the foodstuff itself. 

For instance, an egg consumed by A 
might take two hours to become assimilated. 
A similar egg consumed by B might take 
twenty minutes while if C consumed an egg, 
it might not be assimilated at all but elimi- 
nated almost in its entirety. 

Again, to arbitrarily say that a starchy 
food is more assimilable than an acid food 
or that a protein food is more assimilable 
than a fatty food would be impossible. 

For instance, rice, a starchy food, with 
some people would be easily assimilated. 
With others it would be intolerable. 

The whole question of assimilation will 
vary as to circumstances, the individual, the 
adaptability of the individual to his food, 
the general state of health, the freedom of 


food from adulteration and many similar 


factors. 

Health writers have a tendency to be too 
general, to make statements that are too 
broad, with the result that the public is 
often misled. 

If we had more accuracy, more sticking 
to the facts, less conjecture and abstract 
hypotheses in our health education, the pub- 
lic would know more about common-sense 
miethods of good health.

The Drug Habit 


(A radio talk given by Dr. F. M. Lovell over 
KHJ, The Times.) 


Were I to get up before any group of peo- 
ple and accuse eight out of every ten in the 
audience of being drug fiends, the eight 
would bitterly resent the accusation. 

The picture of the drug fiend as conjured 
by the average man or woman is that of an 
individual with furtive eye and sallow cheek 
—one who sneaks into a back alley now and 
then to give himself a hypodérmic injection 
of a habit-producing drug such as morphine, 
codein or heroin. 

Yet that is not the real picture of drug 4 
addiction that must be drawn. 

The mere term “addiction” does not, of 
necessity, mean that the drug taken is habit- 


forming or that one could not do without it. 


It merely means that it is taken frequently, 
regularly, for a definite ailment. That is all. 

Looking at the subject of drug addiction 
from this standpoint, we have an entirely 
different national picture—a picture that is, 
indeed, not pleasant to behold. 

The fact that so vast a number of people 
are compelled to seek health in the. pill, bot- 
tle, pellet or serum does not speak well for 
the saneness of our living. 

It is not so much the cost in dollars, great 
though that may be, as it is the price we 
pay in the destruction to health and happi- 
ness. 

There is no reason or justification for the 
use of drugs, no matter what the disease 
may be or how severe its symptoms. 

This fact is gradually beginning to enter 
into the consciousness of multitudes of peo- 
ple with the result that we find a marked 
contrast in drug dispensation today, as 
against two decades ago. 

A glance at a modern drug store will 
usually reveal that the prescription counter 
is the most unimportant department in the

HILE I was engaged in some excava- 
tion in the ancient Mayan city called 
Chichen-Itza, in the jungles of Yucatan, a 
small but high mount was often in my line 
of vision. 
Eventually the progress of. the work 
brought me to it and I had the opportunity 
to obtain at least an approximate idea of its 
structure. I found it to have been original- 
ly a small but well-built shrine or temple 
crowning a steep-terraced pyramid, but now 


'. sonverted by time and disintegration into a 


mere conical mound. The greatest factor 
in the decomposition of the shrine, as in 
the case of many others, was not wind and 
weather, but the wrenching apart of the 
stone-work by the growing roots of trees. 
In clearing away the forest growth and 
surface accumulations on the top of the 
mound, we uncovered the capstones of four 
large, square columns which had once sup- 


ported the triple-vaulted, arched roof of the 


inner chamber. These capstones indicated 
hy the almost effaced carvings on them that 
the columns beneath probably were covered 
with carvings. 

We began carefully to clear fie space 
about them, and as fast as the column faces 
were cleared and cleansed I made plaster 
casts or molds of their wonderfully carved 
surfaces. When we at last 
reached the floor-surface of 
ancient columns an oppor- 
the chamber, we gave these 


ancient columns an opportu- 


nity to dry out thoroughly, 
after their centuries of ac- 
cumulated dampness, before 
we continued work in their 
vicinity. 
Being a dyed-in-the-wool 
New England Yankee as 
well as an antiquarian, I 
have naturally, evolved 
some mechanical aids for 
my particular line of work 
in the thirty years I have 
been at it. Among these 
contrivances is an instru- 


ment which has proved 
most useful in detecting 
subterranean cavities near 


the surface. 

The device consists of an 
octagonal bar of steel with 
a tuning-fork at one end. 
The other end flares out in- 
to a protuberance like the 
bulb of an onion. By tap 
ping with this crude instru- 
ment, using it as long ex- 
perience has taught me, I have often been 
uble to located burial vaults and other cavi- 
ties which I might otherwise have over- 
,ooked. 

After the floor of the shrine had been 
cleared, I sounded the whole area with my 
steel stethoscope and it indicated a large, 
deep cavity about midway between the ‘first 
line of columns, 

The floor was made of heavy cut stones, 
smoothly joined, and with our simple tools 
it was something of an undertaking to 
loosen and remove one of these large blocks. 
But at last we did raise it and found, be- 
neath, a square cavity about four feet wide. 

At first the depth could not be deter- 
n.ined, because the cavity was completely 
filled with crisscrossed roots. None was 
thicker than a pencil and most were thread- 
like, but all were so intertwined that they 
virtually formed a solid mass. My helpers 
looked doubtfully at this yellow, spongy 
mass of unknown depth. 

“Who knows what strange underground 
poisonous creatures may be hidden in this 
sickly mass of yellow and brown?” they 
asked.

and a rope tied to it so that it dangled down 
into the hole. Finally two of my bravest 
workers were persuaded to descend the 
rope, each clinging to it and wielding a dex- 
terous machete with his free hand, hacking 
away at the spongy mesh of roots. Hardly 
had they warmed to the work when one. of 
them, in heaving up a root mass, found 

self covered with large red scorpions. 

Angry at- being so rudely ejected from 
their habitation, they crawled over him with 
upraised, menacing tails, and several did 
sting him. Both men came popping out of 
the hole in record time, and I at once ad- 
ministered antidotes, from my medicine 
case, to the man who had been stung and 
sent him back to the plantation house for 
the remainder of the day. Another man 
took his place and the work proceeded, but 
more cautiously. 

We had just about finished getting out the 
root masses when there came from the 
cavity two terrified yells and two even 
more terrified men. When they had quieted 
down enough to talk intelligently, they said 
that after cutting away a root mass, the last 
one on the bottom, and tying it to the rope 
so that those above might raise it, they had 
perched on a projecting Jedge and lighted 
cigarettes, waitieg for the rope to be low- 
ered again. | 

As it came down between them and rested 
on what they supposed was the bottom of 
the pit below them, they saw the bottom 
heave into a writhing mass and out of it 
rose the head of a big snake with shining 
eyes and jaws that yawned at them wicked- 
ly. As one man, they climbed the rope and 
scrambled into the open. I think they would

have rolled down the side of the mound 
and kept rolling right up to the plantation- 
house if I had not grabbed and held them. 
Eventually their fright subsided and was 
replaced by curiosity, and they stayed on 
willingly enough. 


Nobody seemed particularly anxious to go 


down into the pit, so I thought it might be 


just as well to make some long-range obser- 
vations before starting any hand-to-hand en- 
counter with whatever was down there. 


A reflecting mirror threw a shaft of clear, 
strong sunlight into the well or shaft, and 
my field binoculars, adjusted to a short- 
distance focus, revealed to me the. coiled 
body of an amazingly large snake. As the 
shaft of light played about, the big fellow 
raised his head, waved it uncertainly, and 
then dropped it again. To judge from the 
size of the head and the shape of the body, 
the snake evidently was not 4 crotalid, or 
rattler, but rather some species of boa. 

Boas are not very difficult tg handle, espe- 
cially if you would just as n have your 
boa dead.

slabs, disclosing another grave. Apparently 
this burial-vault had suffered but slightly 
from the concussions and disturbances 
which had all but destroyed the two upper 
graves.

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frequentiy expressed their delighted 
appreciation of the unique, often humorous 
and sometimes picturesque names of Cali- 
fornia cities, towns and hamlets. They 
have commented upon it as indicative of 
a romantic past and a virile and vivid ex- 
préssiveness characteristic of a race still 
full of flaming youth, an unusual sense of 
keen humor, and an originality that laughed 


at all conventions and inhibitions. 


Other prominent personages have echoed 
this appreciation, and, possibly, this may 
give some pause to those parvenus and 
Main-street apologists who are wont to 
speak deprecatingly of the erstwhile Argo- 
nauts who sprinkled the Golden State with 
the striking mining-town names that seem 
so typically American, so full of racial reck- 
lessness, mordant humor, defiance of former 
customs, and the cheerful insouciance that 
marked the first pioneers. 


Cabrillo, first discoverer of California, 


Was naturally the first name framer, al- 


though few of the names that he then gave 
to bays, islands and headlands have sur- 
vived his visit of 1542; for, when Vizcaino 
arrived in 1602, he gave them other names 
that supplanted those of Cabril™, for Vis: 
caino had with him both diarists and map 


zales yclept Cabrera Buena, to w his 
famous voyage to our shores. Cabrillo, for 
instance, had given Santa Catalina and San 
Clemente the names of San and 
La Vittoria, respectively, in 
ships; but Vizcaino gave them the names 
that they now bear. Cabrillo had given 
the name of El Bahia de Fumos y Fuegos 
—the Bay of Smokes and Fires—to San 
Pedro Bay. Smokes and fires then cov- 
ered the shores there, due to the local 
dians having set fire to the dry grass, 
was their wont in their big rabbit hunts, 
in order to drive the jackrabbits out into 
the waiting cordon of red men. 

Vizcaino, however, called this last the 
Ensenada de San Andres—St. 
Cove—but Cabrera found that Vizcaino had 
gotten his Saints’ Day calendar twisted up 
somewhat, so, as he had first seen it on 
November 26, the feast day of St. Peter, 
Cabrera again changed its name—this time 


to San Pedro Bay which it still bears. 


Redolent of California’s romantic past, 
the old Spanish names that the early of.- 
ficilals gave towns, missions and natural 
features are vivid and colorful, often both 
beautiful and harmonious—almost a caress 
in their cadenced sweetness. Ysidora, Dul- 
zura, Miramar, Palomar, Carmelo—their 
very sound is a Castillian cadenza. San 
Luis Rey (De Francia) carries one back 
to that royal crusader St. Louis, King of 
France. Ventura—what a shame it was to 


cut it down from its fine resonant former 


name, San Buenaventura—Good Fortune 
which it had when first I visited it. Sonor- 
ous also is Elsinore and its lovely lake at 
the foot of the towering mountains, and 
reminiscent of Danish Elsinore and Nelson's 
famous sea fight there, as so stirringly 
commemorated in Campbell's fine old sea 
song about “the mariners who sleep, full 
many a fathom deep, by thy wild and stormy 
keep, more!“! 

The naming of towns and missions for 
certain saints recalls one of the most com- 
ical names and episodes evolved by the 
Forty-niners, when they once converted an 
Indian horse thief into a saint, in their 
naming of San Quentin. That point of land 
protruding into San Francisco Bay formerly 
was called Punta de Quentin (Quentin’s 
Point) from Quentin, an Indian horse thief 
who used it as his hangout in the old days. 
In the spring of 1850 some American pio- 
neers settled there, and naturally they must 
needs name their new habitat muy pranto! 
They had, of course, noted how many of 
the California towns were named after 
saints, with their prefixes of San or Santa, 
so when the Argonauts heard that their 
new home was called Punta de Quentin 
they cal’lated as how the local saint had 
got lost in some shuffle there, so they 
promptly proceeded to supply this lament- 
able deficiency. | 

Except in the names of California coun- 
ties, not many Indian names were retained, 
especially as the Spaniards had a secret 
fondness for plastering their own sonorous 
and lengthy names on places. 

Lake Tahoe is an Indian name meaning 
fire-water—whisky—a name given that 
beautiful lake by its first white discoverers 
who there encountered a lone Indian. Point- 
ing to the lake, they asked poor Lo its 
name. “Tahoe! Talfoe!” yelped the red 
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By George Wycherley &. trkman 


they might give him some of their whisky. 
But the white men thought that he was 
simply telling them the name of the lake, 
and so they called it Lake Tahoe! And 
not till long afterward did some inquisitive 
wight find that the discoverers had thus 
unwittingly called it Whisky Lake in Indian. 

Lake Witsonopah, a beautiful little lake 
in the High Sierras, is now known as Con- 
vict Lake, as it was called after a stirring 
border episode of the last century.

Obscure Cousins of Light 


A ACCOUNT ot the powerfully pene- 
trating rays newly discovered by Mil- 
likan will be included in the next Smith- 
sonian Annual Report, on the compilation 
of which the institution is now engaged. 
These new rays are invisible but, like X- 
rays, can penetrate metals. A thin sheet 
of lead, however; as everybody knows, will 
stop X-rays. Millikan’s rays will travel 
through a layer of lead six feet thick. 

It seems that all space is alive with these 
new rays. They do not originate on the 


earth, but come in to us with the velocity 


of light from the great universe beyond the 
atmosphere. Probably they are formed by 
the breaking up of the atoms which com- 
pose the stars. 

No one can yet foresee by what remark- 
able uses they may come to serve us. 
When Faraday, in 1831, demonstrated be 
fore the Royal Society that all that was 
necessary to obtain an electric current was 
to move a wire across the pole of a mag- 
net, a woman in the audience asked him of 
what use the experiment was. That dis- 
covery, as we know, formed the basis of all 
modern electrical machinery. Faraday re- 
plied, “Madam, will you tell me of what 
use is a new-born babe?“ Faraday’s babe 
has grown up into a giant now. So it may 
prove with Milikan’s. 

The extraordinary penetrating power of 
the new rays depends on the extreme short- 
ness of their wave length. Ordinary broad- 
casting radio, or Hertzian rays, as every- 
body knows, have waves from a hundred 
to three thousand meters. Langley, years 
ago, found rays in the sun’s and moon's 
beams, quite invisible to the eye, of a wave 
length of a hundredth of a millimeter— 
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times shorter than thousand meter radio. 
German scientists later found that rays 
ten times longer than Langley's are sent 
out by special lamps, and they extended 
the radio region all the way from the usual 
wave length down to as short as one centi- 
meter, or a thousand times Langley's long- 
est. The late Prof. Nichols, who died so 


tragically on the day the National Academy 


of Seiences building was dedicated at 
Washington, closed up the gap entirely be- 
tween the longest lamp rays and the short- 
est radio rays. 

Light, such as we see with, consists of 
rays between the lengths 0.6004 and 0.0007 
millimeters, and sun rays contain all varie- 
ties of rays from 0.0008 to 0.014 millime- 
ters in wave length. Shorter sun rays than 
0.0003 cannot reach us because of ozone in 
the high atmosphere and longer sun rays 
than 0.014 millimeters are cut off by the 


water vapor which pervades the air. 


Air, indeed, even when freed from these 
gases, is very opaque to still shorter rays 
than 0.60003 millimeters: Yet, by using 
vacuum apparatus, Schumann, Lyman, Mil- 
likan and others have traced the lamp 
spectrum back to 0.00001-millimeter waves 
and beyond. After this we come directly 
into the domain of X-rays used in hospital 
practice. They rum to a hundred times 
shorter still, or about 5000 times shorter

The fine heights on the eastern bank of 
the Los Angeles River formerly rejoiced 
in the melodious name of El Paredon 
Blanco—the White Cliffs. During the great 
flood of 1826 it rained here almost con- 
tinuously for forty days, and the streets of 
the then small town were covered with 
water for a short time. The river was run- 
ning bank-full, and the hoarse roar of its 
tossing waters frightened some of the in- 
habitants so much that they fled to the 
hills, while others now moved their homes 
permanently to El Paredon Blanco. A ter- 
rific cloudburst at the headwaters of the 
Arroyo Seco sent a turbid flood roaring 
down that tributary into the Los Angeles 
River. The river burst from its then low 
banks, as its bed filled up with sand and 
boulders brought down by the Arroyo Seco, 
and made a new channel for itself down 
Alameda street, and thence off westwards, 
out to and down Figueroa street, seeking 
the lower land levels seaward, and finally 
roaring down the hills into its ancient 
channel of Ballona Creek, whence afore- 
time it used to empty into the ocean. 


Thus El Paredon Blanco became the 
home of various Angelenos, and even as 
late as 1846 the white cliffs retained their 
lovely old name, and were the headquar- 
ters of the Los Angeles revolucionarios 
who had revolted against the Americans. 


Andrew Boyle lived there in 1861, and it 


was for him that the name of El Paredon 
Blanco was changed in true Babbitt style 
to Boyle Heights. He was a worthy and 
estimable man, but all true lovers of Call- 
fornia will condemn such iconociasm. How- 
ever, one may be thankful that it was not 
renamed Boilertown!

is really nothing the matter with public 
highways as places in which to walk, espe- 
cially when aforesaid highways wind slowly 
and tertainingly up mountainsides nath- 
ing the matter with them from the hiker's 
point of view except that the hiker is fairiy 
certain to meet the fate of the ancient hep 


and be hauled home. Sometimes, to save 


greatest ally there—the husky dog, 


time and expense, the highway hiker, at 


the termination of his jaunt, is hauled d- 


rectly to the cemetery. . 


Thus it is that we shun the haunts of the 
Detroit gentleman’s products. Some of us 
go even further and like now and then to 
be free even of trails. We like to kick up a 
cottontail or fidBh a covey of quail, or at 
least we enjoy walking a mile without 
tramping on advertising literature, in 
the form of discarded wrappers, so ably 
broadcast by the myriad worshipers of that 
great modern deity, Wrigley, whose follow- 
ers must certainly live forever, since it can 
be proved that they never stop chewing. 

For you who object to both highways and 
trails, here is an easy, pleasant, half-day 
hike. From the end of the East Glendale 
car Une (reached from Los Angeles by Pa- 
cific Electric, Subway Terminal) proceed 
northeastward along Chevy Chase to its 
junction with Verdugo Road, thence through 
a newly built-up subdivision. Here a wind- 
ing road takes you pretty well up the first 
hill. To date ft is unfrequented by flivvers, 
so you may use it without fear. 

But leave the road as quickly as you can 
and strike northward over the knob. The 
going at first is a bit rough, but worth it. 
You are almost certain to frighten a bunny 
out of his form; you may even be lucky 
enough to catch a glimpse of that long- 
legged, long-eared king of speed, the jack- 
hare. And keep a sharp lookout as you 
near the brow of the knob. A pair of Cali- 
fornia thrashers have their home here- 
abouts, and, like all birds with families to 
support, are likely to be found very hard at 
work. 

From the top of this first hill it will be 
well to make note of your surroundings. Fac- 
ing the San Gabriel Mountains to the north 
—which is exactly the proper direction to be 
facing in this case—you'll find Verdugo 
Mountain rising to your left, beyond Ver- 
dugo Canyon. To your right are the low 
hills reaching out toward Eagle Rock City 
and Eagle Rock Park, and beyond toward 
Pasadena. If you keep your eyes, when pos- 
sible, on the San Gabriels, and stick to the 
crest of the main ridge before you, you'll 
have easy going. Alluring spurs lead off at 
intervals to the right or left, but if this is to 
be a half-day hike these had best be left for 
other feet or for other days. Your first hill 
is a trifle deceptive, but worth climbing for 
all that. At its summit you make the dis- 
covery that you must descend it immediate- 
ly. Between you and the next hill to the 
north Hes a pleasant valley. Down, now, 
and across, and up! Have a care, though. 
That black sheep among the sumac family, 
the poison oak, flourishes here. If you are 
one of its unhappy enemies, go cautiously. 


c the top of your second hill, however, 
you may feel not only safe 
cohorts, but well on-your way. From this 
point on, the crest, while mostly pathiess, is 
easily followed. Strangely enouglt, what 
makes this hike unusually enjoyable is noth- 
ing less than a huge misfortune of Bot so 
long ago. These hills were burned over to 
the very ground, and the flower garden you 
tread upon is but Nature’s glowing effort to 
heal the scars. 

If you are in the habit of looking upon 
the cliff aster only as a dweller upon sea-side 
hills, you will be pleasantly surprised to find 
yourself brightly surrounded by them now 
and again. They seem to have taken kindly 
to the seorched ground, and in some places 
they are blooming almost as profusely as 


A “FIFTEEN-MILE” DOG 


1 is a new spirit abroad in the great 
Canadian northland in regard to man’s 
that 
tough, hard-toiling freight beast and racing 
“steed” of the far white spaces. There is a 
new spirit of kindness and love, replacing 
the old one of cruelty and neglect that for 


“so long held sway, and to the brutality of 


which the husky dog owes more of its sav- 
age nature than can be laid at the door of 
heredity from wolfish ancestors. 

The chief prophet and most industrious 
spreader of this new gospel of kindness and 


love to the work beast of the northland is 


“Shorty” Russick, now internationally 
known as a master-driver and winner of 
several world championships in famous re- 
cent dog races. “Shorty” is carrying on ex- 
periments which may develop a dog faster 
than has ever been known. 

In 1923, “Shorty’s” team ran second in the 
two hundred-mile nonstop “Dog Derby” at 
La Pas, Manitoba. In 1924, he won this 
gruelling test, a race which has attracted 
the interest of the entire world. From the 
Derby at La Pas he went in succeeding 
years to the winter carnivals at Banff, Win- 
nipeg, Quebec, Timmins, and New Hamp 
shire. In addition to winning two world 
championships, teams in nine races were 


always, among the prise money, , Hip, 


most notable triumph was winning the first 
New England point-to-point dog race in New 
Hampehire in 1926. 

Late in April, 1926, Shorty Russick re- 
turned to the Far Northland, halfway to 
Hudson Bay where lies his home and the 
kennels of his present dog team. His hope 
is for an animal that will make fifteen 
miles an hour. 


It is not so much the sport of the Dog 


_ Derby—worthy as it is of study—that com- 


mends interest, but rather the amazing hu- 
manitarian developments which have re- 
sulted from it in very recent years through- 
out the entire Northland. 

The Dog Derby hau its beginning in 
Alaska. The late Walter Goyne, the great- 
est friend and lover the sleigh dog will per- 
haps ever have, arrived in La Pas, in Far 
Northern Manitoba, from Alaska, and was 
the chief pioneer in the movement until his 
death in 1920. 

Until as recently as 1906, the cruelties to 
the sled-dog in northern regions were appall- 
ing. Huskies were continually lashed with 
a snake whip, or beaten and bruised with 
clubs, pieces of firewood or anything that 
came handy. Mushers left their dogs tied 
up close out im the open for several days 
without food or water and subject to ex- 
treme cold. The animal was overworked,

that trailing princess, the wild morning- 
glory. White-faced, like a floral Florence 
Nightingale, the wild morning-glory soothes 
the brow of many a fire-wounded hill. 

Here and there along this walk is evi- 
dence that certain oak and sumac roots 
were not altogether destroyed by this par- 
ticular blaze, hot as it must have been. New 
shoots are sprouting. Some day they will 
hide the old charred boles. The needle rose 
will grow again in white-flowered chamisal 
—and the flower garden of today will largely 
disappear under the returning phalanzes of 
the Elfin Forest. Which, of course, is sim- 
ply another reason for taking this hike now. 

I am being careful not to overstate the 
case. These hills are in truth a garden. If 
you can name three-fourths of the wild flow- 


ill-treated and very often underfed. From 
such continued brutalization is it any won- 
der the husky dog developed the savage na- 
ture for which it has for so long been noted! 


Cruelty to dogs still exists im the North- 
land, but it has been greatly lessened. And 
this radical change for the better is largely 
due to the Dog Derby and the spirit it repre- 
sents. 5 

Cruelty disqualifies any driver in the Der- 
by. And it is interesting to note that three 
of the most successful dog drivers in recent 
times, Bill Grayson, Allan McDonald and 
“Shorty” Russick, are all men noted for the 


-Kindness and care they bestow upon their 


teams. The teams of two of these drivers, 
McDonald’s and Russick's, reached the finish 
of the two hundred-mile race at La Pas in 
1924 with tails raised to the sky, and none 
the worse for the hard contest. Russick, in 
particular, has a marvelous influence over 
dogs. He believes they have souls, and 
that their hearts respond to his. ; 

“Treat the husky as a friend, not as a 
beast of burden, and seldom use the whip.” 
That is Russick’s motto. 

Russick has seen the racing time of dogs 
increase from the six-mile an hour gait, av- 
eraged by winning teams in 19128, to a ten- 
mile an hour gait which his own winning 


team maintained recently during @ one bpn-

I think that on my 
last trip one pair of them decided to build 
in my cap. They shot up over the hill and 
just above my head they stopped, poised in 
mid-air, observing me. One presently flew 
away, but the other, more insistent, perched 
saucily on the branch of a dead sumac, re- 
turning to poise with three feet of my 
head time after time. Only my own hunger 
and haste put an end to the interview. 

Well, what is the name of these hills, any- 
way? One would think that an important 
question; but considering the variety of 
names locally applied, perhaps it is not so 
important after all. Up alomg the Verdugo 
Canyon side, on the crest of which our half- 
day hike follows, there is a tendency te 
catalogue them under that inclusive name, 
Verdugo. Real estate perspicacity and the 
advertising value of “Verdugo” makes this 
understandable. However, as you move 
east, you'll find people calling these the 


-Bagle Rock Hills. There is reason enough 


for this name, too. But the United States 
Geological Survey map labels these the San 
Rafael Hills, with which label perhaps we 
had best be satisfied. 

If you leave Los Angeles around seven 
o'clock it win be pretty close to eleven 
when you come to the first power line. 
There is an easy trail here into Verdugo 
Canyon, or, if you wish, and can spare the 
time, you may take another trail to the 
right, around the most formidable knob. 
This trail takes an extra hour 
you back—if you wish—to that 
There is in un 
traveled road toward the north, too, but cer- 
tainly it has nothing to do with a half-day 
hike. Moreover, we were going to 
away from roads and trails this time. 

One advantage this hike has over many 
others is the opportunity one has to 


In any case, whether you stop half-way, 
arrive at the power line, or make the extra 
circle, you'll surely reach the little trolley 
line just in time to miss a car. Never mind. 
There will be another in half an hour, and 
this is a mighty pleasant place to wait. 

Just a caution or two, and we're of. 
Number one, wear leggings or puttees. The 
yucca and other lesser spearmen await you. 
Number two (for thirsty folks,) take a can- 
teen. There are no great rivers, at least 
as far as I could discover, on this trip. 


‘Number three, be prepared to walk through 


as pretty a flower garden as most of us de- 
serve to see.

TREETS without trees have a bare, un- 

finished look. There are many who pre- 
fer a humbler thoroughfare blest with abun- 
dant shade trees, to the more pretentious 
residential street that lacks. A _ tree-lined 
street has a beauty and distinction that no 
treeless street can attain. 

In this country street 
mueh. If RE where the Carolina 
poplar is abundantly planted 
rapid growth, the unfoftunate tree is sub- 
jected to a yearly hacking at the hands of 
men who apparently have but stout muscles 
and good saws to recommend them for the 
work. The trees are cut in such a way that 
decay inevitably sets in and the shape of 
the tree is spoiled. In Bogton, probably 
owing to the influence of the Arboretum 
and Prof. Charles Sprague Sargent, trees 
are treated with more respect. I have asked 
a Boston policeman whether a shrub on 
parkway were Ligustrum Media or Ibota— 
and he informed me, adding 

“If you are interested in berries, I hope 
you noticed the tree a bit back.” , 

“Yes,” I said, “Laurus Benzoin.” - 

He looked at me pityingly. 


“That is the old nomenciature. Both 8 


zoin and Sassafras have been taken out of 
Laurus. We now have Benzoin Benzoin and 
Sassafras Sassafras. It is a little hard to 
keep up with Prof. Sargent, but we try.” 

Probably when Los Angeles has her Ar- 
boretum and Botanic Garden we also shall 
have erudite policemen; at all events there 
will be a marked increase in the reverence 
for trees. 


In choosing the street tree, it's well to 


consider whether you wish shade the year 
‘round, or only in summer; if the latter, 
choose the deciduous. Another important 
point is that the tree be one which will 
thrive in the locality in which it is to grow, 
and thrive without coddling. We have so 
wide a range that no tree need be placed 
uncomfortably. 

The asphalt streets, cement pavement, 
buildings up to the line of cement sidewalks, 
give a street tree an appallingly small 
chance for water or nourishment. In Paris, 
one sees a level grating, ten feet in diam- 
eter fitted about the base of the tree. The 
pedestrian hardly notices the difference, but 
the tree does, for the grating permits water 
to reach the soil easily. Van Griffith, Los 
Angeles Park Commissioner, has made an 
even better arrangement for irrigation. 
Near the tree, some four or five feet dis- 
tant is dug a hole about six feet deep and 
four feet wide. This is filled with loose 
stones, then covered with a foot of earth. 
This rock-filled cavity serves the tree as a 
private irrigation tank. Water is run in at 
intervals and it seeps through slowly. The 
rock obviates the necessity and danger of a 
lightly covered hole, yet the water goes 
through it unhindered. 

According to an old horticulturist, 8. B. 
Parsons, the spread of the roots normally 
equals in diameter the spread of the 
branches. A slender, towering tree like the 
Eucalyptus, sends a tap root down almost 
to China. The elm was peculiarly at home 
on wide New England streets and grew in 
gorgeous luxuriance in the days when 
plumbing was unknown and paving a rarity;

some who cannot abide it. After all, it's 
the householder who has to live near the 
tree, and it’s important he should plant 
what he likes.

Curbing the Tree Roots 

According to J. B. Corcoran, one of our 
readers, street trees can be kept from split- 
ting or raising the sidewalk by a certain 
method of planting. He writes: 

“Many people think that certain varieties 
of street trees will split or raise the side- 
walk and that other varieties will not. This 
is not a fact. The kind of tree or variety 
has little or nothing to do with this diffi- 
culty. It is the condition of the soil and the 
way you irrigate that determines whether 


you have this trouble or not. Heavy soil 


and frequent light irrigation will cause the 
roots to seek surface moisture and so cause 
surface root-growth. 

“To prevent roots from injuring sidewalks 
and curbings, some people have been suc- 
cessful by planting parkway trees in five- 
galion oil cans with the bottoms removed. 
Others have removed all the lateral roots 
when setting them out, preserving only the 
tap root in the hope that it would seek 
moisture more deeply. These practices are 
thoughtful and valuable and in most cases 
may be entirely successful. However, with 
the exception of the rubber tree, perhaps, 
all varieties grown in Southern California 
can be made to root more deeply by the 
following method:

In America alone, that solace of mankind, 
tobacco, 
bison and the Sequoia Gigantea. Yet 
with all these and other delightful discover- 
les made in this new and vast domain, per- 
haps the most popular gift, because of its 
rich edible qualities, is America’s magnifi- 
cent holiday bird, the Turkey. 

Just why that admirable fowl was called 
“turkey” is difficult to understand, although 
it has been erroneously thought by some to 


have come from the land of the Turk. Per-. 


haps others with a working imagination de- 
tected a likeness between the Turk with his 


fez and tassel and this bird of striking plu- 


mage, with his flopping dew bill, and the 
characteristic tuft of hair emerging from 
‘his breast like a tassel. Anyhow, in Puri 
tan days, when powder was scarce and lead 


Was dear, the home provider had to bring 


home a maximum of meat for every shot, 
so he generally passed up the whirring 
quail and the drumming grouse to knock a 
wild turkey from the treetops. 

Before the advent of the white man, ex- 
terminator of game, the wild turkey roamed 


from the primeval forests of Canada down 


into Central America, and from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. The Meleagris gallopavo, or 
North American species, gave rise to our do- 
mestic turkey of today, while the species 
found in Central America, Meleagris Agrio- 
charis ocellata, is smaller than the North 
American wild turkey and not domesticated 
to any great extent. . 

The domesticated turkey has six recog: 
nized breeds, the Bronze, White Holland, 
Bourbon Red, Black, Slate and Narragan- 
sett. The mammoth Bronze is the most 
popular, although the other breeds have 


their staunch supporters. While old-timers 


will claim that the wild turkey was better 
eating than our Thanksgiving bird, turkey 
breeders have unquestionably produced a 
much larger bird and one of unsurpassed 
quality. The standard weight for an adult 
mammoth Bronze tom is thirty-six pounds, 
while the requirement for a matured hen is 
twenty pounds, such average weights being 
probably unattained in the wild state. He's 
a wanderer. 

Although we call them tame evils. the 
turkey has neyer been entirely domesticat- 
ed, as is shown from his roving disposition. 
He is a wonderful pedestrian, and with his 
wings as auxiliaries he can make turkey 
tracks over a tremendous range of terri- 
tory. This tendency to wander far afield 
has been a projific source of neighborhood 
differences, and is probably one of the 
chief causes of the diminishing numbers 
of turkeys on diversified and small farms. 
There, was a time when New England 
raised. most of our turkeys, but the turkey 
headquarters of the United States is now 
removed to Texas, which State now lays 
claim to the greatest turkey population. 
Texas will ship out this year 1400 carloads 
to market, with Missouri, Oklahoma, Califor- 
nia, Kentucky and Virginia ranking next in 
order in this industry. In late years Colora- 
do, Wyoming, Western Kansas, Idaho, 
Montana, the Dakotas, and other western 
states have become great turkey raising 
States, their great stretches of grain stub- 
ble being well adapted to the finishing off 
of these birds for the holiday markets. It

3,688,708 in 1910, with another slight de- 
crease during the next ten-year period, 
showing .3,627,028 turkeys on farms in the 
United States by 1920, when the last com- 
plete census wag taken. 


Although California is numbered among 
the great turkey producing States of the 
country, we do not begin to produce enough 
for our own consumption, probably about 
75 per cent of our supply coming in from 
other parts of the west. Our chief source. 
of production in the State is in the Sacra- 
mento Valley, with the San Joaquin Valley, 
Imperial Valley, the Mojave Desert oases 
and Victor Valley coming in for a share of 
the honors. The ranchers of the reclaimed 
desert have found the turkey one of their 
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quires about 300 carloads of dressed tur- 
keys each year to supply its own demands, 
and that about one-third, or 100 carloads, 
are required for Los Angeles alone. About 
one-third of these shipments ig needed for 
the Thanksgiving market, another third is 
marketed at Christmas time and the remain- 
ing one-third is sold throughout the rest of 
the year. 


A careful survey of California made by 
the Federal-State Market News Service indi- 
cates that the turkey crop of 1926 will be 
considerably larger than that of 1925, but 
about the same as that of 1924. Texas had 
a rather poor crop this year and other 
States report that the turkey production 
will be light, but it is safé to estimate that 
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it will be 5 to 6 per cent larger than it 
was last year. With the 1925 turkey crop 
of California estimated at 100 per cent, pro- 
duction of 1926 will probably be about 113 
per cent, according to the United States Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics. The great- 
est turkey producing counties of the State 
are Sacramento, Yolo, Colusa, Sutter, Yuba, 
Butte, Glenn, Tehama and Shasta counties. 
Some turkeys are raised in Sonoma, Men- 
docino, Napa, San Joaquin, Merced and oth- 
er southern counties, but the market news 
service believes the first-named counties 
meee 85 per cent of the crop of Califor 


Prices for the regal birds this year prob- 
ably compare very favorably with the re- 
turns received last year, although it is dif- 
ficuk to get an exact comparison until al- 
most the eve of Thanksgiving, owing to the 
operation of the law of supply and demand. 
Heavy shipments at the last possible mo- 
ment may break the market, while a last 
feverish attempt to buy on the part of the 
consumer who has almost decided to eat 
chicken instead, may have a tendency to 
boost up the price. At this moment it looks 
like a plentifully supplied local market at 
fairly good prices. 


Importations of turkeys to the United 
States during July, August and September 
from Argentine, Australia, Africa and Rus- 
sia, set new records as to numbers this 
year. According to a recent report, 21,000 
cases of dressed turkeys came into New 
York from the Argentine alone in a period 
of ninety days. Each case, containing eight 
turkeys, weighed 120 pounds, making a to 


tal of 2,500,000 pounds from a single foreign 
source. Probably half as much again came 
in from the other countries named, so that 
in spite of the fact that these shipments ar 
rive in time to be absorbed before our Own 
big turkey drives begin, there is danger of 
serious competition from the foreign prod- 
uct, especially if that product be kept in 
storage for the holiday trade, which would 
have a tendency to weaken the prices on 
the home-produced turkeys. While it is true 
that the foreign product enters this country 
under a duty of six cents per pound, it is 
held by turkey raisers that this tariff should 
be raised to 12 cents per pound as à pro- 
tective measure. 

This is the view taken by J. Will Black- 
man, prominent Southern California turkey 
breeder, who has flocks in both the Owens 
Valley and in Santa Ynez Valley, and who 
is also the president of a large poultry mar- 
keting establishment in Los Angeles. Re- 
gardless of the quality of the incoming for- 
eign product, Mr. Blackman says the indus- 
try here, purely North American from its in- 
ception, has grown to such proportions that 
it would be unwise to let down the bars to 
foreign competition. Naturally, the cheap 
labor employed in the production of the 
foreign birds, coupled with the foreigners’ 
lower standard of living, enables these 
shipments to come in at prices which are

CLEARING HOUSE PLAN 
(Continued from Page Eleven) 


Earle Houghton, president of the California 
Farm Bureau Federation presiding, was 
opened by Chris L. Christensen, Chief of 
the Division of Co-operative Marketing, 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C., who is in California at 
the present time making a study of co-ope- 
rative marketing. His division was recent- 
ly created for research, education and serv- 
ice and not regulatory work. Mr. Christen- 
sen declared that at the present time there 
are over 10,000 co-operative organizations 
in United States with 643 on the Pacific 
Coast. The business of the Pacific Coast 
co-operatives averages over $300,000,000 a 
year, those of California alone having an 
annual turnover of $225,000,000. Six of the 
co-operatives in United States, he declared, 
are doing over $50,000,000 worth of busi- 
ness each year. 

Regarding the soundness of co-operative 
marketing compared with the operation of 
the independent distributing systems, Mr. 
Christensen declared that on the average 
there were less failures among co-opera- 
tives. He called attention to the work be- 
ing done by several co-operatives in devel- 
oping new outlets for agricultural products, 
notably the California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change in bringing about increased popular- 
ity of orange juice, and the Sun-Maid Rai- 
sin Growers’ Association in advertising rai- 
sin bread. 

In discussing the progress of 1926 and 
the distribution of the California citrus 
crop, C. C. Teague, president of the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers’ Exchange, stressed the 
importance of maintaining a tariff on agri- 
cultural products. 

Charles E. Virden, chairman of the Pa- 
cific Coast Transportation Advisory Board, 
launched a discussion on the clearing 
house plan for the distribution of the per- 
ishable crop. He declared that in contrast 
with the citrus industry, the deciduous fruit 
producers were not at all well organized, 
stating that a few years ago with the total 
production of 25,000 cars there were twenty- ® 
five distributors in the business. At the 
present time there are around 100,000 cars 
as the annual production, and the number 
of distributors has grown far out of propor- 
tion to the volume, making the problem cf 
co-ordination and regulation in markcting 
extremely difficult. He urged the adoption 


of the Clearing House Plan as did J. L. 


Nagle, manager of the California Fruit Ex- 
change, Burton Towne, G. C. Teague, J. A. 
Di Giorgio and Frank Swett. Later a reso- 
lution was passed which read as follows: 
“The farmers and fruit growers being 
keenly alive to the fact that California ag- 
riculture in the marketing of orchard and 
field crops, is suffering severely for want 
of scientific marketing and distribution, a 
condition entailing heavy losses to the grow- 


ers rendering agricultural industry extreme- 


ly hazardous; therefore, 

“Be it Resolved, that the fifty-ninth an- 
nual Farmer’s and Fruit Growers’ Conven- 
tion, held in the city of Fullerton, Novem- 
ber 9 and 10, 1926, hereby pledges its mem- 


te bers to heartily and unanimously support 


the so-called “Clearance House Plan,” as 
outlined during its present session, provid- 
ing a working plan for an even and regu- 
lated flow of crops to our leading markets, 
thus avoiding gluts at particular points, and 
a much wider and a safer distribution of 
our fruits; and, 


“Be it Further Resolved, since it requires, 
in order to make the plan guccessfully op- 
erative, that fully 75 per cent of the grow- 
ers of deciduous fruit be represented in 
such a plan of organization, that each and 
every delegate to this convention use every 
means to secure_the support of all the 
* growers in his home territory to said Clear- 
ance House Plan, and that the agricultural 
papers and the daily press be asked to give 
the idea wide publicity and support, to the

A 4000-ton cargo of Argentine corn was 
recently unloaded at San Francisco Bay 
points.

HOENIX (Ariz.)—The planting of 
P spring lettuce is well along in the Salt 

River Valley and will continue through 
December, with a total acreage of between 
10,000 and 15,000 acres. The spring crop of 
lettuce will be much larger than usual 
this coming season, owing to the depres- 
sion in the cotton market and the failure 
of most growers to get a good stand of 
fall lettuce. Hot weather continuing well 
into October caused considerable loss to 
the fall lettuce, and what was left fell a 
prey to cutworms, grasshoppers and crick- 
ets.

Adopts Clearing House Plan

al leaders in attendance, the fifty-ninth 

Fruit Growers’ and Farmers’ Conven- 
tion held here November 9 to 10, culminated 
in the adoption of plans of utmost importance 
to California agriculture,.and was declared 
to be the most successful meeting in years. 
The main topic was the clearing house plan 
for the distribution of deciduous fruit and 
grapes, considered for years without con- 
structive effort being put forth, and at last 
shaped into practical form this year by grow- 
ers’ committees all over the State. It was 
endorsed by the convention. The plan has 
been commended by Herbert Hoover, Wil- 
liam M. Jardine, and other nationally known 
marketing authorities. The convention al- 
so carried a strong program covering prac- 
tically all problems confronting California 
agriculture at the present time. 

Following an address by H. H. Crooke, 
mayor of Fullerton, the convention was 
formally opened by C. C. Chapman, Fuller- 
ton capitalist and known as the “father of 
the Valencia orange.” Mr. Chapman traced 
the progress of agricultural development 
through the past twenty years, stating that 
he has missed but few of the meetings in 
that time. He urged continued co-opera- 
tion in solving present day problems. 

G. H. Hecke, director of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, then read his annual 
report, covering the work of the past year.

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Prefacing his paper with the observation 
that agriculture in the United States has 
received more attention, more thought, and 
more commendation, with less real advan- 
tage to the farmers and fruit growers this 
year than during any previous period in our 
agricultural history, he pointed out that 
Congress spent several months discussing 
the type of farm relief that sould be legis- 
lated into existence, and then adjourned 
without have arrived at any constructive 
action. However, he stated that there 
seems to be unanimous agreement that the 
fundamental problem facing agriculture is 
surplus production. This problem, he de- 
clared, is especially pressing in California 
because of our distance from the large con- 
suming centers. 


CLIMATE UP TO STANDARD 


Illustrating this fact, Director Hecke 
gave a brief analysis of the agricultural sit- 
uation-in California. “From a standpoint of 
climate, the year 1926 was very favorable 
to agricultural interests of the State,” he 
declared.” No late spring frosts occurred 
to mar the setting of a good fruit crop; no 
exceedingly high temperatures were preva- 
lent during the growth period that at times 
in the past have caused serious injury to 
some of the fruit crops. No early fall frosts 
or early rains have interfered with the harv- 
est of the great variety of California crops 
ripening late in the season and which re- 
quire clear bright weather for harvesting.” 


In emphasizing the necessity of more 
consideration to the problems confront- 
ing producers of field crops, which, because 
of the interest in perishable production, 
have not been given much thought in re- 
cent years, Director Hecke declared that 
during the past seven years, the farm value 
on December 1 of California field crops ex- 
ceeded in four different years the farm 
value of fruit crops. 


Leading up to a plea for the adoption of 
the clearing house plan for the distribution 
of deciduous fruits and grapes, Mr. Hecke 
declared that although the total production 
of nearly all crops in California has been 
substantially greater than those of 1925, 
the net return to the grower will be sur- 
prisingly less. This indicates, he said, the 
need of up-to-date scientific. marketing and 
growers and farmers are to be fairly com- 
pensated for their efforts and investments. 


He then offered the aid of the State Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, through the newly re- 
created Division of Markets, in furthering 
the clearing house plan, and outlined pres- 
ent ideas of just how this new move in dis- 
tribution was to be accomplished. The con- 
vention later passed his resolution unani- 
mously. 


Mr. Hecke also reviewed the spray resi- 
due problem as pertaining to deciduous 
fruits, especially apples and pears. Early 
in the year, he said, the British Ministry 
of Health announced that no fresh fruits 
would be permitted entry into the United 
Kingdom if upon analysis they were found 


‘to contain arsenic in excess of one hun- 


dredth of a grain per pound of fruit. In an 
effort to prevent the export of fruit carry- 
ing excess lead arsenate and to avoid the 
consequences which would follow seizures 
abroad, our Federal Bureau of Chemistry 
decided to enforce the same limit of toler- 
ance in the United States as was prescribed 
by England on export shipments..This pre- 
sented a real emergency, since a large zart 
of California’s fruit had been sprayed, and 


unless the spray residue was removed, 


much of the fruit would not have met the 
requirements. Through the co-operation of 
growers with all the agencies involved, reg- 
ulations were enforced .which resulted in 
the wiping of all pears and apples shipped 
from California, and not one carload seized. 


Mr. Hecke declared that such emergency 
action should not be allowed to obtain an- 
other year, and urged that plans be laid im- 
mediately which will permit the enforce- 
ment of requirements exacted by the Unit- 
ed States Bureau of Chemistry. He also 
called attention to the lack of co-ordination 
between research and regulatory agencies 
in the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, and requested that a resolution be 
passed asking that the two agencies be sep- 
arated. This was passed by the convention, 
later. 


In concluding his report, Mr. Hecke urged 
that there be no relaxation of the efforts of 
the Agricultural Legislative Committee. the 
California Agricultural Protective Commit- 
tee and the various farm organizations to 
sustain and maintain just and necessary 
regulatory measures, and that there be con- 
stant contact with those in charge of the 
enforcement of such measures to the end 
that uniformity and justice be observed. 
The necessity of such a program was em- 
phdsized, he said, by the recent crisis faced 
by California when we awoke to find all of 
our quarantine enforcement authority %rok- 
en down, by a Supreme Court decision, to 
be restored only after six weeks of great

Place quarantine. He told of the propagan- 
da of — bulb interests to break down 
our quarantine barrier, and the formation of 
the Agricultura] Protective Commuttee, 
whose work was started largely 
financed by the California Association of 
Nurserymen. 


During the first afternoon session, James 
T. Jardine, director of the Oregon Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, and brother cf 
William M. Jardine, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, assured those in attendance that the 
present administration in Washington knew 
and appreciated western agricultural prob- 
lems, and were willing to help in any way 
possible. Dean E. D. Merrill of the College 
of Agriculture, University of California, and 
Dr. H. J. Webber, director of the Citrus Ex- 
periment Station at Riverside, reviewed 
some of the problems of the college and Dr. 


Webber told of the work of his station in 25 


citrus culture. Dr. Webber’s paper was very 
carefully discussed by J. A. Prizer, manager 
of the Plancentia Orange Growers’ Associa- 
tion, who also acted as secretary of the con- 
vention. 


LAND PROMOTERS A MENACE 


Of great interest was a paper on “Sound 
Rural Development by Safe Colonization,” 
by Dr. George P. Clements, manager of the 
agricultural department of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, read, because of Dr. 
Clements’s illness by the secretary of the con- 
vention. In his characteristic manner, Dr. 
Clements analysed the present agricultural 
situation and flayed the activities of certain 
land promoters who, he said, are rapidly 
undermining the stability of our agriculture 
by unsound development. The paper came 
in for considerable discussion from the floor. 
Following Dr. Clements, 8. J. Richard, of 
the Stockton Chamber of Commerce spoke

ber and will éontinue until well on in the 
spring. A recent survey of the groves in- 
dicates that the crop will be larger than 
that of last year. The fruit is large and 
the trees are heavily loaded. 


The crop report of the Impertal Irriga- 
tion District in February stated that there 
were 1729 acres of bearing and 3429 acres 
on nonbearing grapefruit trees in the Im- 
perial Valley. In the Calipatria district 
there are 126 acres of bearing and 241 
acres of nonbearing grapefruit groves. 

H. H. Clark has three acres of grape- 
fruit trees on his ranch near here. Last 
season, he says, his mature trees aver 
aged about $32 each of the highest grade 
of fruit and about 100 pounds each of sec- 
onds, the latter being sold locally at 4 
cents a pound. Last season, picking ang 
packing on this ranch began on Octobe 

. L.. A. Rawles, the superintendent, says 
that by withholding irrigation water dur- 
ing the summer the ripening of the fruit 
is hastened. A large proportion of his 
crop is bought and shipped to all parts of 
the United States as Christmas gifts. 

The largest single planting in this dis- 
trict is that of John Wilkineon, who has 
twenty acres in grapefruit near the High- 
line canal northeast of Calipatria. Last 
season 2600 boxes of the fruit were picked 
from this grove and nearly all of the crop 
was first-grade, only a few boxes of culls | 
remaining, he reports. 

One of the most productive grapefruit 
groves in the valley is the five-acre tract 
on C. A. Willaford's ranch five miles north 
of this city. On many of the trees the 
fruit is so heavy that branches rest on the 
ground. It ig estimated that 1000 boxes 
of fruit will be taken from this grove this 


season. Picking and packing on the Will. 
aford place began November 8. Most of 
his crop goes to Coast markets. He has 


five acres of two-year-old trees which are 
thrifty and making a satisfactory growth.

Black-end rot of Bartlett pears is one of 
the troubles that is now worrying growers. 
It is of especial concern to Southern Call- 
fornia because the greatest losses from the 
disease seem to be in Antelope Valley, in 
the northern part of Los Angeles county, al- 
though it can be found in every pear grow- 
ing section of the state. Reports of its rav- 
ages have been coming in with increasing 
alarm from year to year. The fact, too, that 
the condition is state-wide in its distribution 
would seem to indicate that there is a com- 
mon underlying cause for it in all the 
affected regions, mysterious as it is in some 
ways.

in causing the black-end rot until another 
year’s work can be carried on. 5 


Regarding control measures, it would not 
be safe to give definite advice at this time. 
This is especially true of measures that 
might be taken for reclaiming the trees that 
are known to produce the abnormal fruit. 
By the method of tnarching it is easy to 
change the stock of young trees—those two 
to three years old—but we have little data 
on the behavior of inarched pear trees that 
are 12 to 20 years old. 


In conclusion, two thoughts might be left 


the grower for consideration: First, the in- 
arching method might be tried in an experi- 
mental way on trees of all ages; and second, 
he might think twice before planting any 
more pear trees on the Japanese root.
